Amendment No. 3, authorizing the city 
of St. Louls to amend its charter or adopt 
a new charter, designed to make it pos- 
sible to do hea with the House of Dele- 
Bates and to effect other needed changes 
in the organization of the city government. 
It provides that the charter may be 
amended at any election held 60 days after 
the publication of proposals, and that a 
new charter may be framed and ratified by 
a majority of the votes cast at a special 
election to be held from 20 to W days after 
submission. 

The fourth amendment is for the purpose 
of enabling the city to make a tax levy not 
exceeding 35 cents on the $100 for the pur- 
pose of erecting public Institutions. The 
adoption of the amendment does not im- 
nose the levy, but merely makes it pos- 
sible for a majority of voters to impose it. 
No. 6, relating to St. Louis and Kansas 
City, gives bot cities power to exclude 
certain classes of bonds from their total 
bonded indebtedness. In the case of St. 
Louls the waterworks bonds will be thus 
excluded, and this will make it possible, if 
voters so decide at a later election, to in- 
creage the city’s bonded indebtedness. 
No. 5 is known as the children's amend- 
ment. It will enable the St. Louls school 
rd to ask for a levy of 6 cents on the 
$100, instead of 4 cents. If this amendment 
it is believed that the three 
ed will be able to supply all 
h free text ks.

She insisted, and, as she was ready to 
start, refused to allow him to fasten the 
life line to the trapeze bar. It was evident 
to the balloonman and thousands of spec- 
tators that she had not made a pro 
start. In vain she strugzied to draw her 
body up to -the trapeze, but each effort only 
exhausted so much stren 

Finally the climax was reached, when 
the form was seen to quiver and leave 
the balloon. Over and over it turned until 
the body was crushed and broken egainst 
the earth. The lifeless form presented a

The house will stand 85 Democrats to 57 
Republicans. The Democrats lose one mem- 
ber in each of the counties of Barton, Coop- 
er, Howell, Montgomery and Jasper. The 


Missouri will 
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gain in Kausas City and St. Joseph b:ings 
up the loss in these counties. The loss in 
St. Louis of four. members by the appor- 
tionments contributes tu the falling off of 
the Democratic members of the house. The 
majority on joint ballot will be 42. 
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The election Tuesday resulted in few 
changes in the political complexions of the 
42 states in which the battle of the ballots 
was fought. 

As fart as control of the state machinery Is 
concerned, states that were Republican 
two years ago continue this affiliation, 
with probably a few exceptions. 
California and Nebraska may have Demo- 
cratic governors when the final count 1s 
in, but to offset this, the Republicans have 
rrobably elected their tickets in Coloradu 
and \Vashington. 

Though the Democrats may liook in vain 
for favorable practical resuits, they can 
point with pride at general Democratic 
gains. Particularly is this true in New 
York, where the Republican plurality was 
reduced from 110,000 to 2000. 

Rain thrvwughout Missouri reduced the 
vote in the rural districts, and the Demo- 
crats say this is responsible. for the re- 
duction in their usual 40,000 to 50,000 plural- 
ity to 20,000 to 30,000. The entire state ticket 
is elected. The Senate will contain twen- 
ty-four Democrats and ten Republicans, 
and the House eighty-five Democrats and 
fifty-seven Republicans, insuring a larg? 
Democratic working majority and the 
selection of a Democrat to succeed Geo. 
G. Vest. 

The seven constitutional amendments 
have probably all been adopted. 

Kansas City and St. Joseph, as well as 
St. Louis, are Democratic by large plurali- 
ties. 

The total vote of all parties, except the 
Democratic and Republican, outside the 
state was only about 10,000. Fifteen of the 
sixteen congressmen are Democrats. 

The Republicans have carried Illinois by 
a plurality ranging from 40,000 fo 50.000. 
electing their entire state ticket and con- 
trolling both houses of the legislature, in- 
suring the election of a Republican to suc- 
ceed Senator Mason. They have probably 
elected 17 of the 25 congressmen. Fred

The Lily White Republicans failed 
to make the showing they expected. 

South Dakota gave the Republicans a 
straight plurality of 15,000. 

Texas gives the Democratic ticket 175,000 
plurality and chooses only Democratic con- 

ressmen, the Republicans’ effort to win 
in the Fifteenth district failing. 

Florida elects the entire Democratic state 
and congressional tickets. 

The Republicans are victorious in Wyo- 
ming. electing state and congressional can- 
didates, 

Kentucky Democrats elect their state 
ticket by 20,000 plurality. They also get 
10 of 11 congressmen. 

Washington is Republican by 20,000. The 
party wins with state, 
legislative tickets. 

Result for governor in Nebraska is in 
doubt, but fusion candidate will probably 
win. Republicans get rest of state ticket 
and four of the six congressmen. 

Maryland is still Republican, getting four 
of the six congressmen and carrying the 
state ticket. 

Idaho is still doubtful, 
favors the Republicans. 

Iowa is Republican by over 70,000. Ten of 
the eleven congressmen are Republicans. 
Former Gov. Horace Boies was beaten by 
Birdsall, nominated to take Speaker Hen- 
derson's place on the ticket. 

Eight out of ten Democratic congressmen 
were elected in Tennessee. 

The Democrats had no opposition in Mis- 
sissippi and elected the eight congressmen, 
as usual. 

North Carolina gave the Democrats 30,000 
and elected a solid Democratic delegation 
to Congress. 

Louisiana, Georgia and South Carolina 
elected solid Democratic delegations to 
Congress and Democratic state tickets. 

New Mexico gives the Republican terri- 
torial ticket a small plurality. 

Connecticut clects a solid Republican del- 
egation to Congress and entire Republican 
state ticket. 

Pennsylvania chooses Republican govern- 
or by 175,000.

Virginia chooses a full Democratic con- 
gressional delegation. 

The Republicans elect eight of the eleven 
congressmen in Wisconsin and choose a 
complete state ticket. They will control 
the legislature. 


OHIO STRIKES JOHNSON HARD 


Republicans Carry the State Over His 
Own Issues by a Tremendous 
Majority. 


Spectal to the Post-Dispatch. 

CINCINNATI, Nov. 5.—A sweeping Re- 
publican victory in Ohio is indicated by the 
returns. The probabilities are that L. C. 
Laylin, Republican candidate for secretary 
of state, will have a majority over the 
Rev. Herbert S. Bigelow, the Democratic 
candidate, considerably in excess of the 
67,900 plurality obtained by Gov. Nash last 
year. 

The vote in Cincinnati. Cleveland. Toledo, 
Columbus and other Ohio cities was some- 
what heavier than the campaign managers 
expected, but in the country apathy seemed 
to prevail and the vote was comparatively 
light. 

Cincinnati and this (Hamilton) county 
lead in the Republican column, a majority 
of 30,000 being cast for the Republican 
ticket. This is the reatest Republican 
vote ever recorded in this county. 

The returns shgw gains of nearly 5000 
each in Lucas and Franklin counties. This, 
with the immense gain in Hamilton Coun- 
ty, and the general gain throughout the 
state, indicates a tidal wave and a plurality 
for Laylin over Bigelow of at least 10)" 

The verdict in Ohio is tken as meaning 
the relegation of Tom L. Johnson to a rear 
seat in the national Democracy'’s band 
wagon. It also portends that any attempt 
of Johnson's to deprive Senator Hanna of 
his seat in the Tinited States Senate will 
meet with defeat. The issues of the cam- 
paign were entirely those of Johnson— 
three-cent fares and “just taxation.”’ 

By antagonizing the old-time Democratic 
leaders and their followers, Johnson created 
trouble enough in the Democratic ranks to 
divide ehoroughly his party. Seventeen out 
of 21 congressoinal districts were carried 
by the Republicans.

MRS. SMITH PASSES AWAY AT 85 
YEARS, 


NOTED TRIO OF MEDIUMS 


After Attracting World-Wide Atten- 
tion by Seances They Exposed 
Tricks of Their Profession.

NEWARK, N. J., Nov. 5.—Mrs. Maria 
Fox Smith, last of the three Fox sisters, 
who attracted world-wide attention by their 
spiritualstic seances, died at her home near 


a Tuesday, at the age of 8. Katherine 
ox Jencken died July 12, 1892, in New 
York, and Murgaret Fox Kane in ‘Brooklyn, 
March 8, 

The Fox sisters began their career “in 
Hydesville, N. Y., where their father, John 
Fox, an impoverished gambler, settled in a 
ramshackle house, ch soon became fa- 
meus as the ‘“‘spook house.’
